LET me say to you that it is in vain for men to endeavor to patch up sys- 
tems to remedy the existing evils. They have not the wisdom to do it, 
You can see the condition of the world in consequence of man’s wisdom 
being exercised. On every hand there is confusion, turmoil, strife. There 
is poverty and misery on one hand and luxury and a superabundance on 
the other hand. This is not right, and it will be corrected. How? Well, 
the Lord attempted it in the early days of this Church; but the people 
did not have faith. He is now schooling us. We shall have faith sooner 
or later, and we shall be chastened probably till we do it. I do not want 
to prophesy any evil concerning Zion. I do not want to threaten. I have 
none of the spirit of gloom about me connected with Zion. I feel to 
prophesy good always about Zion. But the Lord will bring us through 
circumstances that will open our eyes, and cause us to see the value of the 
counsel that He has given tous. We should teach it toour children. We 
must unlearn the traditions that we have received from our fathers. 
Those traditions teach us that it is the duty of each one to look out for 
himself and to care but little for his neighbor. We have got to unlearn 
that lesson. We have got to live for the benefit of all. But, like all 
benefactors, in doing so we shall very likely be misjudged. Did you ever 
see & man that was a benefactor, from the Lord Jesus down, that was not 
loaded with opprobrium, and misunderstood? Jesus set us the example of 
self-sacrifice. What a life His was! The Redeemer of the world, coming 
down from the mansions of glory, taking upon himself mortality, living 
in humility, and doing all that He could for man’s redemption; yet He 
was hung upon the cross, crucified between two thieves! So it has been, 
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to a greater or less extent, with every man that has attempted to benefit 
his fellow-man. He must expect to be misunderstood, to be misrepre- 
sented, and to have his motives traduced. He must not expect to have 
the love of those he is trying to save. He may have a little of it; but 
men are so ungrateful by nature that they do not recognize their true 
benefactors. It requires the Spirit of God to enlighten the mind. You 
Bishops who have labored incessantly; you Presidents of Stakes, you 
Apostles, and all who have labored among the people, you know by ex- 
perience that your labors are not appreciated as they ought to be, that 
your motives are frequently misunderstood and traduced, and you have 
to labor with the expectation of getting reward fromm the Lord and with 
the satisfaction of having the approval of your conscience. So it is in 
relation to this whole people. We are the benefactors of mankind; but 
we do not get credit for that which we are doing. We need not expect to 
get the praise of the world, or even ordinary credit. Nevertheless, the 
labor devolves upon us. We shall, doubtless, see evidences of selfishness 
in carrying it out, and advantage will be taken by one and another before 
this system can be fairly introduced among the children of men. 

In these remarks I refer to what is known among us as the United 
Order. I know that many have thought that this has passed off; that it 
is a phantasy, an idea that cannot be carried out; that it is impossible, as 
human nature is constituted, to make it practical. Probably many among 
us entertain that idea. But I can assure you that this is not the case. It 
is the plan that GodJhas devised, and I want to hold it up before you if I 
can, so that you will see itand understand that God has devised a plan 
that is far superior to that which men have concocted. And it can be and 
will be carried out. By what means has Satan power to-day over the 
hearts of the children of men? It is by the misuse of this world’s goods. 
Would there be any thieving if men did not have property as itis now? 
Here is what the Lord said sixty years ago:—

Lazarus 
went to Abraham’s bosom; but the rich man, as this ‘says, lifted up his 
eyes in torment, being in hell. 

In another part of the revelation the Lord says :—

ntil he be found a transgressor, and it is manifest before the council 
of the order plainly, that he is an unfaithful and an unwise steward ; 

But so long as he is in full fellowship, and is faithful, and wise in his 
stewardship, this shall be his token unto the treasurer, that the treasurer 
shall not withhold. 

This is the plan that the Lord has devised. Will this be abused? Some 
men say, “Yes; the men that are wise and prudent, and good managers 
will work for the rest, and the idle man and the poor manager will derive 
the benefit.” That is the argument used. But the Lord who has devised 
this plan will be able to provide means to carry it out successfully. On 
what principle can you make men equal in earthly things, in order that 
they may be equal in heavenly things, unless it is upon some such principle 
as this? Here are men who have labored their entire life for the benefit 
of this people. Are they any poorer forit? Here is the oldest man among 
us, the people’s leader, the longest in the service of God—Wilford Wood- 
ruff—who for years and years worked in his Apostleship and never drew a 
dollar to support himself or his family. Here is Lorenzo Snow, eighty 
years of age who did likewise. Ask these two veterans in the cause of 
God if they have not worked incessantly and without thought about them- 
selves for the work of God, supporting their families as best they could; 
and ask them if God has not blessed them abundantly for all they have 
done. Do they begrudge the labor they have bestowed upon this people/ 
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And when I allude to them [ also allude to their predecessors, from Joseph 
down, who labored night and day, in season and out of season, for the 
benefit of the people. Have they lost anything by it? No, they have not. 
God has been with them, and has rewarded them. So it will be whenever 
we carry out this Order. There will be men, doubtless, that will labor 
harder and to greater profit than others; but God will reward them, be- 
cause they are carrying out His purposes and seeking to elevate their 
fellow-beings, laboring with an eye single to the glory of God and the 
salvation of the human family. 

I do not know that you understand how this will be done. Suppose that 
we have our stewardships appointed to us, each according to his family. 
That was the order. Edward Partridge as the Bishop of the Church, was 
instructed in very early days to assign to the people property, each ac- 
cording to his family. Now, a man takes his stewardship. He has his 
land, his cattle, his horses, or whatever his vocation requires. It is as- 
signed to him. He manages it, and makes a profit on it. Is that profit 
his? No; that goes into the treasury, for the benefit of others who may 
need. But suppose he is a wise steward. He manages his affairs in a way 
to bring profit. He wants more capital. When this is brought before the 
council of the Order, and it is allowed to him, if the circumstances are 
such as to admit of it, he makes increase with that also. But he does not 
build himself up. He does not take all the profit of that business and 
consume it upon his own family. He does not take it and build fine 
houses, or spend it on horses and carriages, or on elaborate furnishings. 
He does not do this, only so far as will be compatible with the general 
weal. All will be built up together. But will all, under these circum- 
stances, have the same? If this Order were established, would every man 
have the same sized house, the same sized garden or field, the same num- 
ber of fruit trees, or the same number of cows? Why, no. That is not 
the equality that the Lord means. The Lord will give to us according to 
our circumstances and our wants. Some families will be larger than 
others. Some men will need more cows than others. Some men’s busi- 
ness will require more horses than other men’s business will. In this way 
there will be differences. Then there will also be diversified circumstances. 
Every man will have the opportunity of exercising all his talents. There 
will be no restriction. He will have the opportunity for the exercise of 

. the most commanding talents. The field will be before him, and he will 
have means to carry out His purposes and plans, if they be wise and such 
as his brethren will think prudent and judicious. Thus the poor will have 
their wants supplied, and there will be no want in the land. The equality 
which the Lord teaches us to look for is this: 

And you are to be equal, or in other words, you are to have equal claims 
on the properties, or the benefit of managing the concerns of your steward- 


ships, every man according to his wants and his needs, inasmuch as his 
wants are just; 

And all this for the benefit of the church of the living God, that every 
man may improve upon his talent, that every man may gain other talents, 
yea, even an hundred fold, to be cast into the Lord’s storehouse, to become 
the common property of the whole church. 
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So that each man in his stewardship will not be laboring for himself; he 
will be laboring for the whole, every man and woman being looked after, 
having a common interest, through inheritance, from our Great Creator, 
who created this earth for us. He did not create it for a few, not for a 
class, not for an aristocracy, not for monopolists; but for every one of us, 
each of us having an equal claim on the elements, and all laboring for the 
whole human family. Every want supplied, every proper desire of the 
heart gratified, until misery will flee from the face of this fair earth, until 
want will be unknown, until the cry of the widow and the fatherless and 
the distressed will not be heard in the land. The heavens will not be 
pierced with the cries of suffering humanity, and neither man nor beast 
will be destitute of that which is good for him. This is the plan which 
God has devised. It may require what many trained as we have been 
under the old and existing conditions may look upon as sacrifices to bring 
it about; but it will come; for God has devised it, and it is the only plan 
by which we can ever get into the celestial kingdom and become joint 
heirs with Jesus Christ. He has set us the example of deserting all things 
in the heavens, leaving His power and high estate to come down here and 
suffer for his brethren and sisters. We must look to Him and follow him. 

The lesson that I would like to impress upon our hearts—for in speaking 
to you I speak to myself—is, let us teach our children these principles; let 
us teach them that they are in the earth, not to labor for their own grati- 
fication, and to accumulate wealth for themselves, but to benefit humanity, 
to be a blessing to their race, to fill the earth as far as they can with glad- 
ness by their presence, that we may raise an unselfish race of men, men 
that will have higher aspirations and aims than the mere gratification of 
their personal wants, passions and appetites. Teach the children self- 
denial. It is a thing that is much needed among us. Brethren and sisters, 
I want to say to you that as sure as God lives this Order will be brought 
about; and it will be with us as it was with the children of Israel who 
came out of Egypt—if we do not do it we will be removed, and a genera- 
tion will be raised up that will do it; for God is going to carry out His 
purposes, and no power can prevent it. Remember the condition of the 
children of Israel and what befel them. Their carcasses fell by the road- 
side in the wilderness, because they would not come up to the standard 
that God had revealed. They not only perished, but the Melchisedek 
Priesthood was taken from their midst, and everyone over twenty years 
of age that came out of Egypt, except two, of all the hosts of Israel, laid 
down his life in the wilderness. We do not want to be in this condition. 
We want to live, and our children to live, and to be the heirs of all the 
ages. We want to lay the foundation of this great work in this manner; 
for it is the great reform that cries aloud to be carried out among man- 
kind at the present time. 

Our circumstances at present do not admit of our entering upon these 
things. There are many changes that will have to occur in order to make 
that which I have said unto you practical. Laws perhaps will have to be 
changed, because they might interfere with this now; and it might not be 
wisdom for us under the present circumstances. I do not speak of this 
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because I think it ought to be carried out immediately. I do not want 
you to go away from this Conference with the idea that I, as one of the 
First Presidency, am giving counsel to you to carry out the United Order. 
What I have desired to do is to draw your attention to the fact that God 
has revealed a plan, and that you need not go after every will-o-the wisp, 
every false guide, every deceptive light that may appear, and think, “Oh! 
if I join this, we shall have the millennium right off.” I speak on this to 
warn you; to put you on your guard; to show you that the Lord’s plan 
is broad enough to cover the whole subject and to furnish all the relief 
that could ever be desired by human beings. I trust that we will be a 
stable people. We have the credit in the world for being united; and I 
would say to you, do not act unwisely and foolishly. When you hear any 
new doctrines, political as well as religious, do not be deluded by them 
and run after them; but maintain your steadfastness. You have divided 
on party lines. Do not split up into fragments because you have done 
this. Do not think you are manifesting your independence by cutting 
loose from everything; but be a stable and a conservative people, and act 
up to your convictions. Maintain the influence that God has given you, 
and by your wise course cause it to increase in the land, so that men from 
all parts of our nation will look towards this community and say, “There 
in the Rocky Mountains the Mormon people live; they are a reliable 
people; they mind their own business, pay their debts, are punctual in 
their engagements, are an honest people, are not all the time running after 
office, but are content to maintain good government.” Let us get a char- 
acter of this kind. We have it to some extent, and let us maintain it. I 
want to say that whenever you see men aspiring for office and planning 
to get office, do not encourage them. Let the office seek the man, and let 
us not be plotting and resorting to all sorts of dodges to secure success to 
our party, in order that some of us may get into office. Such arts are 
despicable. They are the arts of the low politician. We want to stand on 
a higher plane, and look at these things as men who have been enlight- 
ened by the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, and try to maintain our 
credit; for I say to you, that the people in Washington or in Kane County 
in the south, or in Cache or Rich County in the north, or anywhere else in 
the Territory, cannot be guilty of folly without its reflecting on the entire 
people of God. We are a part of a great whole in that respect; and the _ 
Saints in Idaho or Arizona can do foolish things and entail a great deal 

of trouble upon the Church in this country because of their want of wis- 
dom. Therefore, be wise. Why dol say this? If you get into trouble, to 
whom do you come? You know how it has been in our troubles that com- 
menced nine years ago. We looked all around and where could we see 
friends? To whom could we appeal? Why, the eyes of this people turned 
to the men who were their leaders, who had planted these settlements in 
these mountains, and who had made everything successful that they had 
put their hands to. The people appealed to them to know what they 
should do. So it will be always when there is trouble. Therefore, it is 
the duty of leading men to counsel the people in wisdom—not to take 
away the people’s agency—to avoid snares and to pursue a course that will 
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avert trouble, so that we will not have burdens to bear. I do not say this 
because of any desire to interfere in the least with political matters, bub 
to give you a little counsel on these points. 

I pray God to bless you and to fill you with His Holy Spirit, and to help 
you to remember the excellent instructions you have heard during this 
Conference, in the name of Jesus. Amen. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


Prendergast, the murderer of Mr. Harrison, the late mayor of Chicago, was executed 
July 13. 

Forty thousand deaths are stated to have occurred in Canton alone from cholera, which 
is rapidly spreading throughout China 

Lord Rosebery has promised the Welsh Parliamentary party that the disestablishment 
and disendowment bill shall have first place in the Government programme next session. 

The great railway strike in America is now practically at an end, Debs, the president 
of the Railway Union, having been empowered to take the necessary steps to that effect. 
President Cleveland has appointed a commission to investigate the troubles as soon as the 
situation has become sufficiently quiet to render a careful and thoughtful investigation 
possible, 

It is stated that about 3,000 anarchists have been arrested in Italy during the latter 
part of this month, and that the prisons are becoming overcrowded. A mutiny broke out 
in one of the prisons in Rome and had to be quelled by troops. At Toulon a man seen 
prowling in the vicinity of the Arsenal was shot dead by a sentry on refusing to answer 
the challenge. 

The Weekly Register, a Roman Catholic organ, remarking on the appointment of Lord 
Russell of Killowen to the Lord Chief Justiceship of England, says:—‘‘It is a great 
triumph for the Catholic Irishman, whose pre-eminence is so admitted in this country 
that he has no rival to contest with him this supreme judgeship: In Lord Russell of 
Killowen a Catholic will preside over the Queen’s Bench for the first time since the 
Revolution.” 


The newspapers report that at the moment of launching the ironclad Carnot, at Toulon, 
July 12, fire was discovered in one of the holds. The flames, which had only just broken 
out, were speedily extinguished. On a search being made a number of matches and a 
bottle containing turpentine were found. A workman, suspected of being an anarchist, 
is reported to have been arrested and made a confession implicating two accomplices, who 
were also taken into custody. 


A phenomenal gas well was recently drilled on a farm in Hancock County, Ohio, 
near Fostoria, U.S.A. The drill only reached the depth of 350 feet and the well had 
just been cased, when the drillers heard a roar of gas as the drill tapped the reservoir, 
They ran for their lives, but none too soon as the ponderous drill was hurled as from a 
gun nearly 100 feet above the tree-tops. The casing followed in quick succession and was 
scattered and sent in a tangled mass. The gas soon ignited from the fires of the boiler 
and flames shot up 150 feet. The oil thrown out with the gas formed a lake of fire, mak- 
ing it impossible to get within 100 feet of the well. For a quarter of a mile round the 
well the gas rushed up through the boggy earth with such force that dirt and water were 
thrown ten feet or more. The entire wood is still filled with the gas coming through the 
ground, and people have left the place in fear. The roar of the gas can be heard nearly 
ten miles, Oil men declare that nothing like this has ever been known before, It is in 
entirely new territory, and is supposed to be a crevice or pocket which will soon blow it- 
self out. At its present rate of speed it can never be brought under control.

BEWARE OF UNRIGHTEOUS JUDGMENT. 


“JupGE not that ye be not judged,” was the admonition of the Savior. 
We fear that this is not heeded as much as it should be, even by those 
who profess to be followers of the meek and lowly Jesus. It is also to be 
feared that comparatively few realize the import of these few words. 

For a better understanding of this injunction we will quote the words 
of Alma to his son Corianton on the restoration of all things. He said :— 


And now behold, is the meaning of the word restoration, to take a thing 
of a natural state, and place it in an unnatural state, or to place it in a 
state opposite to its nature? 

O, my son, this is not the case; but the meaning of the word restoration, 
is to bring back again evil for evil, or carnal for carnal, or devilish for 
devilish; good for that which is good; righteous for that which is right- 
eous; just for that which is just; merciful for that which is merciful; 

erefore, my son, see that ye are merciful unto your brethren; deal 
justly, judge righteously, and do good continually; and if ye do all these 
things, then shall ye receive your reward; yea, ye shall have mercy re- 
stored unto you again; ye shall have justice restored unto you again; ye 
shall have righteous judgment restored unto you again; and ye shall have 
good rewarded unto you again; 

For that which ye do send out shall return unto you again, and be re- 
stored ; therefore, the word restoration more fully condemneth the sinner, 
and justifieth him not at all. 


What we sow we shall reap, and from the above quotation we may learn 
that if we have dealt with our brethren and sisters without mercy, we can 
expect no mercy in return. If we have judged them from our standpoint 
while in ignorance of their motives we may expect a similar judgment in 
our case. Especially should we as Latter-day Saints understand this 
principle. We should learn not to pass judgment on our fellows, but to 
leave that with the Lord. And yet, how difficult it is to restrain one’s 
judgment! And if given how faulty it may be! For we can judge only 
by what we hear and see while God judges the intents of the heart. __ 

There are two good reasons why we should refrain from passing judg- 
ment. We may grievously misjudge our brethren and sisters, thereby in- 
juring them, and we may lay ourselves open to receive the condemnation 
that we have pronounced against others; for Jesus says: “For with what 
judgment ye judge, ye shal] be judged; and with what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you again.” We are told that the apostles of old 
sought occasion against each other, and for this reason they were sorely 
afflicted. Passing judgment is an evil from which the unrighteous judge 
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will suffer the most. When a brother or sister does that which may seem 
wrong we do not help him or her by parading the fault before the world, 
neither do we help ourselves. In fact nothing is to be gained by judging 
our fellow-creatures, but everything may be lost. Then why indulge in 
such practices? Why sin against God, against our brethren and sisters, 
and against ourselves? Is the desire to appear better by belittling the 
characters of others, through pointing out their faults, so deeply rooted in 
our own characters that we cannot resist the temptation even though our 
better nature tells us that it is sinful and has for its final reward nothing 
but disappointment, sorrow, loss of esteem in this world and the forfeiture 
of the blessings of eternal life? 

Man has many frailties, many weaknesses all of which must be overcome 
if perfection is ever attained. The Latter-day Saints, through the light of 
the Holy Spirit, have been enabled to see these faults in themselves in order 
that they might be imbued with a greater desire to eradicate them. Has it 
occurred to them that this habit of passing judgment upon their brethren 
and sisters is in itself but one of those failings that must be overcome? 
As such we most certainly regard it, and as such every effort should be 
made to conquer it. 

- The intents of the heart, the motives that prompt to action, God alone 
knows. The word of the Lord as revealed in these last days is to the effect . 
that those who do not hear the Gospel in the flesh, but who would have 
received it had they heard it, shall receive the glory they would have 
gained by their actions in this life had they been in possession of the 
Gospel truths. Yet mankind would condemn one who had died without 
the Gospel unto eternal condemnation. Here is a perfect illustration of 
the frailty of human judgment. 

We all have some fault or failing; we are all imperfect. So long as we 
are not perfect we know that judgment will be passed upon us. Knowing 
this, how comforting will be the thought, when standing before the judg- 
ment-seat of God, that whatever our own faults may have been we have not 
passed judgment on those of others, and that we can therefore expect a 
righteous and a merciful judgment in our own behalf! To know that with 
all our weaknesses we have not wronged our brethren and sisters in 
thought or word! Forbearance, forgiveness, charity, the endangering of 
our own salvation by the unrighteous judgment of others—all join in ad- 
monishing us to leave the judgment with God and to not assume the re- 
sponsibility ourselves. Let us remember the parable of the servant who, 
though a debt of ten thousand talents had been forgiven him by his 
master, proved so heartless to the fellow-servant who owed him but “an 
hundred pence” that he thrust him into prison. Because of his unforgiv- 
ing nature the debt once cancelled was again applied and he was delivered 
over to his tormentors until he should have paid the entire debt. Let us 
beware lest we, whose sins have been forgiven by the redeeming blood of 
Christ, will be called upon to pay the debt even to the uttermost farthing 
because of an unforgiving nature and an unrighteous judgment of our 
fellow-men. For whatever we have given to others it shall be restored 
unto us. J. V. B. 
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A Rosstaw journal describesa peculiar religious movement which occurred 
during the winter of 1891-92 in the province of Kiev. The originator was a 
Russian, given to drink until the age of forty years, when he reformed and 
joined the Stundists, following zealously the religious rites of the sect, and 
often going into a condition of ecstasy. A few years later he began to 
suffer from hallucinations, among others perceiving extremely pleasant 
perfumes, which he declared to be the smell of the Holy Ghost, and that 
he was Jesus Christ. He obtained numerous peasant followers, who sold 
their possessions, gave up work, and looked upon their insane leader as the 
Savior of the world, in which there should soon be new regulations; no 
one should die, and no one should have need to work or to care for the 
future, for God would care for them all. Most of them suffered from 
hallucinations of the sense of smell, perceiving extremely agreeable odours, 
which they described as pertaining to God and Heaven. Many had a feel- 
ing of remarkable bodily lightness, as if floating in the air, and many others 
were taken with convulsions, manifestly hysterical. The congregations 
were always noisy and excited, some members falling to the earth, others 
jumping, striking themselves on the breast, and shouting inarticulately. 
Some would imitate conversation; but it consisted of incomprehensible, 
senseless sounds, which they believed to be a language spoken somewhere. 
Most of them were emaciated and anemic. The epidemic was finally over- 
come by the authorities, those who were most insane being shut up in 
asylums, while the hysterical were sent to hospitals and convents. 


Tue Daily State, published in Columbia, South Carolina, speaking 
editorially of the arrest of three “Mormon” Elders in that state says: 
“Mormon missionaries may be, and evidently are, very unwelcome visitors 
in South Carolina; they may teach false and repulsive doctrines; but the 
glory of this country is its religious freedom, and men who drive out even 
Mormon preachers with threats violate law and constitution and the spirit 
of liberty, as well as the teachings of Christianity.” In its issue of June 
8, the same paper, editorially referring to a lengthy communication from 
the Elders themselves, which it publishes in full on another page, com- 
ments as follows: “We commend the letter of the Mormon missionaries 
to the people of Richland. It is a pity that South Carolinians should have 
put themselves in a position to receive instructions in Christianity and 
American liberty from Utah itinerants.. But that it is needed the persecu- 
tion of these men demonstrates.” The communication thus referred to 
makes three-fourths of a column, is signed by Elders W. G. Patrick, G. L. 
Braley and Alvin Smith, and appears under the heading, “The Mormons 
Speak—What They Say in Defense of Themselves and Their Religion.” 


Tue French police have been instructed to take some steps against the 
sect of devil worshippers, whose strange practices are exciting much angry 
comment. Apart from the stealing of consecrated hosts from the taber- 
nacles of lonely churches and other unwarrantable outrages, the Satanists 
and Luciferians have organised a clandestine catechism class, to which 
children preparing for their first communion have been inveigled. A 
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man in clerical garb was arrested in June, at Clignancourt for dis- 
orderly conduct. He described himself as a celebrant of “black masses,” 
that being the term applied to the rather blasphemous liturgy of the sect. 
Strangers are no longer admitted to the Conventicle in the Rue Rochec- 
houart. The inside of the building resembles an ordinary Romish chapel. 
The cross over the altar is fixed head downwards, another cross being 
placed at the door over which each worshipper walks as he enters. The 
motto of the Satanists is “Voluptas Peccati.” The adherents sing and 
utter imprecations, their outward aspect resembling the religious frenzy 
of the Shakers. 


FROM VARIOUS MISSIONARY FIELDS. 


Tue following report of the Southern States Mission is given by Elder 
J. G. Kimball, formerly president of that mission:—“The mission is in 
- excellent condition, and at no other time since 1877 has there been as 
good an opportunity for proselyting. There are 126 efficient Elders labor- 
ing in the South, and they are the best qualified laborers the mission has 
ever had at any one time. There is nota sick Elder at present writing. 
We find that about twelve per cent. of the Elders are honorably released 
on account of sickness. Brethren over forty years old, in almost every 
instance are released on account of ill health before the two years expire | 
and we can only remember of one man of that age remaining that long. 
The 126 Elders are laboring in 63 counties. During the three years that 
I have presided 98 counties have been systematically canvassed, from 
house to house, village to village, and city to city. Said counties are 
closed, for the present at least. There are 1,150 counties in the twelve 
Southern States, with a population of between sixteen and seventeen 
million people. By a great deal of hard work we have ascertained that 
371 counties have been labored in to some extent since 1877, and during 
that time 877 Elders have labored in the South. By this we conclude that 
not one-third of the people have ever heard the Gospel. The last quarterly 
report shows that we have a total of 1,859 members, twelve branches and 
six Sunday schools. The following report will give an idea of the labors 
of the mission from January 1, 1894, to April 30, 1894: Pairs of Elders 
walked 42,194 miles. Meetings held, 897. Families visited, 16,576. Re- 
fused entertainment (one out of every five families), 3,211. Baptisms (will 
increase to 300 or 350 during the year), 71. Tracts distributed, 22,359. 
This will complete my report, and in conclusion I will state that I am one 
hundred fold rewarded for my labors, and thank you very much for the 
_ good counsel and many acts of kindness extended to me, all of which I 
appreciate. The mission’s finance is all right and the debts are all paid. 
At Chattanooga we have many influential friends, and find a most remark- 
able change in our favor.” 

Elders Henry Lewis and Wm. Treharne, laboring in North Wales, write 
from Carnarvon under date of July 2, concerning their labors. The fol- 
lowing is gleaned from their letter:—“The people in this part are still 
willing to hear the Gospel and some offer their houses for us to preach in. 
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We recently visited Anglesy and the people desired us to preach. We did 
so having a very good meeting with an attendance of about 400. After 
meeting, many questions were asked which we answered to their satisfac- 
tion, and we were asked to come again. Last week we visited Merioneth- 
shire looking after some of the scattered Saints. We found them full of 
faith in the Gospel. We went to Talsarnau and held two meetings well 
attended. At the close of the meeting two class leaders opposed our doc- 
trine and held that little children were doomed to hell if not christened. 
We quoted the words of the Savior, ‘Suffer little children to come unto 
me and forbid them not, for of such is the kingdom of Heaven.’ We had 
the sympathy of the people and every mother in the place cried ‘shame’ on 
their false teachers. We then visited Festiniog and on our return to 
Talsarnau the people insisted on our preaching to them again. We think 
it can truly be said that every one, young and old, that was able to come, 
was present at the meeting. When we concluded we could hear ‘God 
bless you,’ ‘Come again’ from many of the congregation. At Portmadoc 
we inet with the same welcome, and almost everywhere we go we find a 
different feeling prevailing to that of a year ago. We are well at present 
though Brother Treharne has been very ill with rheumatism. We are the 
only Elders in North Wales and there is room for many more, especially 
if they can speak Welsh.” 

Elder Israel C. Brown, laboring in the Leeds Conference writes from 
Keighley, Yorkshire, England, under date of July 16, 1894, as follows:— 
“Brother Joseph Buttle and myself were appointed to labor at Keighley, 
May 8, and on that day we commenced our labors by first looking for 
lodgings. We found one place and promised to give answer the following 
morning as to whether it was acceptable or not. This was agreeable, but 
the evening mail brought a note to the effect that the lady could not take 
usin. We had several other addresses so we again commenced our search. 
At the first place where we called no one was at home. We started for 
another, but returned again, then finding the lady at home. Terms were 
soon arranged and we chose this place. Two days after we had taken up 
our abode here the evil one began his work. Our hostess had not con- 
versed with us, but by our tracts had discovered who we were. On visiting 
a friend the lady was told that two Elders labored at Denholme and was 
informed that the ‘Mormons’ were bad people. She replied that two 
of them were stopping at her house. The friend sought diligently to per- 
suade our hostess to turn us out, but she, being a woman who not only hada 
mind of her own but was bold enough to speak as she felt, said she knew we 
were good young men and refused to be persuaded to turn us out. Two 
days later she told us of the affair and a conversation on the Gospel ensued, . 
at the close of which she stated it mattered not whether we were First-day 
Saints or Latter-day Saints, she knew we were setting a good, Christian 
example, that we were already as brothers to her, that God had led us here 
and that so long as she had a home we should have one if we desired to 
stay. She is now investigating the truth with some other friends we have 
made. We have been tracting here and have also joined Brothers Hodg- 
son and Wright in holding open-air meetings at Cullingworth. We are 
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determined to do our utmost to warn the people and get the Gospel before 
them with the aid and assistance of our Heavenly Father.” 


TEMPLE WORKERS’ EXCURSION. 


On Friday, June 22, the workers in the Salt Lake Temple and a few of 
their friends accepted President Lorenzo Snow’s invitation for an outing 
and visited Brigham City, Mantua and Willard. They had a most pleasant 
time. Presidents Wilford Woodruff, George Q. Cannon and Joseph F. 
Smith were among the party. Meetings were held in the Brigham City 
Tabernacle on Sunday which were addressed mainly by the First Presi- 
dency. In the evening President Woodruff spoke. He said he felt im- 
pressed to ask the question: Of all the millions of the inhabitants of earth, 
who among them are assured that the judgments of God will not overtake 
them? He answered: None but those who have the Priesthood and are 
entitled to its blessings and privileges. The Lord had commenced His 
work of pouring out judgment on the earth as prophesied by inspired men. 
The powers of the air were more destructive than ever, and this meant 
something. The Priesthood had power, and the heavens would listen to its 
prayers. Great changes were at our doors and many who were present, 
and their children, would live to see them. He referred to statements of 
the Josephites, Strangites, and others, that Brigham Young had intro- 
duced endowments and temple work. He felt it a waste of time to debate 
with these people as to this, or on the rightful authority to lead the Church, 
and he bore a powerful testimony that Joseph Smith himself had given 
him his endowments and bestowed in his presence all of the keys and 
powers on the Twelve Apostles to carry on the work. He also told them 
that if they did not do so they would be damned. God had been with 
this people always and it was folly to discuss it. Those disbelieving would 
learn it in the next world if not before. President Woodruff was filled 
with the spirit of testimony and prophecy. He made the remarkable 
statement that already the angels of God who had been designated and 
set apart to execute the judgments of God upon the nations had left the 
temples in heaven and had come down to the earth to perform their work, 
which would continue from this time onward until the coming of Christ. 
He stated that if God had not been with this people temples never could 
have been built. The speaker had been preserved from death by the faith 
of the Saints and he wanted to testify of these things, he being the only 
known man now living who had received his endowments from the Prophet 
Joseph Smith. 

He was followed a few minutes by President Geo. Q. Cannon. 

Sister Zina D. Young testified to having received endowments from the 
Prophet Joseph Smith and attending the meeting when he stated that the 
responsibility of carrying forward the work after him devolved upon the 
Twelve. On being called for, thirteen persons in the congregation who 
were present at the same meeting and heard the same remarks arose. 

The excursion partook of a sacred character and it was certainly a time 
of spiritual blessing and pleasant physical recreation. 
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THE MORMON BATTALION.

In our march through Agizona on the 3rd of December, 1846, the “Mor- 
mon” Battalion laid by. The guides said there were any amount of wild 
cattle in the country. Four men were sent from each camp to hunt cattle. 
Twelve head were killed, seven by the men of company B. The‘meat I 
thought sweeter than the states beef. The cattle were of Mexican stock. 
As we were short of salt, orders were to “jerk” the fresh meat. My health 
was so poor I could hardly travel. Having a little ginger I made tea and 
drank it. On the 4th we had orders to be ready tomarch by 1 p.m. I was 
detailed,to lead a pack mule, and notwithstanding we only marched about 
eight miles, I was so weak that I could not keep up with the command. [ 
fell to the rear and was obliged to lie down several times before reaching 
camp. That evening the colonel gave orders that next morning the guards 
must shoulder their knapsacks and blankets. He was told that some of 
the companies had their private wagons to carry their blankets and knap- 
sacks. He said he didn’t “care a d—; they should carry their knapsacks 
and blankets.” 

On the 5th four young bulls were killed, brought to camp and dressed. 
During that day’s march we saw about 4,000 wild cattle. On the 7th we 
laid by to await the return of the guides who had gone ahead to pioneer 
our way. Late in the evening they came in and reported the next'water 
thirty miles. The next morning, before taking up the line of march, we 
buried Brother Elisha Smith. He had been sick for several days. We 
made a brush heap over his grave and burned it to hide him from Indians 
and wild beasts. That evening we camped without water. 

From this time on my health began to improve. On the following day 
we reached the San Pedro River about noon, where we halted for refresh- 
ments. Bands of wild horses, wild cattle and antelope were seen. A few 
of the latter were killed. On the 10th we camped near some old vacated 
adobe buildings on the banks of the San Pedro. There the boys caught 
lots of fine fish. The next day while marching down the river a number 
of wild cattle became frightened and charged upon our ranks goring two 
mules to death, while some of the men were badly wounded by their horns. 
They were fired at when ten of them fell. 

On the 13th at noon the colonel halted to await the return of the guides 
who as usual were ahead to look out the route. They soon returned and 
reported that the next water was twenty miles distant on a trail leading 
to a garrison fifty or sixty miles away. They had met witha party of 
Mexicans from whom they learned there were 200 regulars and two cannon 
at the garrison and that they had been watching our movements for 
several days. At3 p.m. the colonel called out the Battalion on parade 
using up the afternoon in the drill. The next morning at 7 o'clock we took 
up the line of march for the garrison, determined to overcome every ob- 
stacle, as the guides asserted that to go in any other direction would be 
more than a hundred miles out of our way, over hills and mountains almost 
impassable. 
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We had made but a short march, when we passed a Mexican distillery 
where liquor was being made from roots of the mescal. Some of the boys 
tasted the whisky; they pronounced it poor stuff. 

Marching two miles farther the colonel took two Mexican prisoners and 
confined them under guard as spies. The next morning they were liber- 
ated and by sunrise we were on the march with loaded muskets, as it was 
said we would not be allowed to pass the garrison without resistance on 
their part. About the middle of the afternoon we arrived at Tucson 
where the garrison was. We passed through the town and camped a 
mile away unmolested. On our approach the soldiers and most of the in- 
habitants had fled, taking pretty much all the public property, with the 
exception of two thousand bushels of wheat. Of this the colonel took 
what he needed for present use. Tucson was nothing but a Mexican out- 
post against Indians. 

At night I was placed on horse guard half a mile away from camp. 
About midnight I was startled at the sudden beating of drums. Every 
moment I expected to hear the roar of firearms believing the Mexicans 
were on us sure. Soon everything quieted down. On going to camp 
next morning I learned that two of our picket guards had orders if they 
saw anything in the shape of danger to fire an alarm and run into camp. | 
This they had done when the whole army was called to arms. Lines were 
formed ready for action, but no enemy making an appearance, all retired 
to their tents and passed the night in sweet repose. 

It was refreshing to behold green patches of wheat and fruit trees and 
to see swine and fowls running about. The finest quinces I had ever seen 
or have seen since, were here. There were three or four little mills for 
grinding grain that went by donkey power, the upper stone revolving 
just as fast as Mr. Donkey pleased to walk. 

On the 18th we left Tucson, continuing our march down a creek in a 
northerly direction. After going a few miles, orders were to water the 
teams and fill our canteens, as the guides said the next water was forty 
miles distant. We hauled until 9 at night. Early the next morning we 
were on the march toward a high peak. In shape it resembled a cow’s 
horn sticking up; the guides called it “The Great Horn,” and said that 
near the mountain was water for the men but none for the teams. The 
weather was extremely warm for the season. Men were dry and canteens 
empty, and on arriving at the waters orders were given not to use a cup 
but to take it by “word of mouth.” At once the whole army was either 
lying or kneeling down drinking from the little mud puddles. Somehow or 
other it brought to my mind Gideon and his men, especially his three 
hundred that lapped water with their tongues as recorded in Judges 7th 
chapter.
